DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 36-80 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the examiner agrees 
with the applicant that the claims are novel and non-obvious. 

3. The terms of the claim (reference corpus document score, threshold score, raw document 
score, profile, and normalization) are interpreted in hght of the definitions in Pp. 8-11 of the 
specification and as further described in the remarks and in the application as a whole. 

4. The claims are drawn to a method of determining whether to push documents to a client, 
based on a user's preferences, through the use of document scoring. While much of the art 
performs this task, none perform the detailed process described in the claims wherein a set of 
reference corpus document scores are compared to a delivery ratio, and wherein a separate set of 
raw document scores is compared to a set of threshold scores, and further wherein the raw 
document scores are later normalized, the document decision made on the normalized score. 
Many of the independent claims are further based on the idea of a set of threshold scores for each 
profile. 

5. Of the known art, none teaches or suggests the full calculation method described in the 
claims, but rather use different formulations. The claims are novel and non-obvious.
